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NEED FOR UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH 
EASTERN EUROPE 


IHE PATTERN of United Kingdom trade with Eastern Europe 
and the need for it were outlined by the President of the Board 
of Trade, Sir Hartley Shawcross, at a luncheon at Truro on 
Wednesday to mark the opening of the Cornish Industries Fair. 
The President said the vital importance of our export trade was 
still not always sufficiently appreciated by all of our own people. 
And often it was greatly misunderstood abroad. But it was a 
matter which must always greatly affect our trading policy. It 
was a hackneyed truism to say we exported to live. But the signifi- 
cant truth of a truism was not always realized. Sixty per cent. of 
our foodstuffs came from abroad: so did vast quantities of raw 
materials, without which the life and industry of the country could 
not go on. We could only pay for these things by our export 
earnings; at present we were not earning enough. When the 
balance of payments figures came to be published next they would 
show a deficit, especially serious on the dollar side. ‘To meet that 
situation we should have on the one hand to scrutinize every penny 
of our expenditure on imports from areas with which we have 
serious Balance of Payments difficulties and on the other to build 
up our exports still further, a stern task in the face of our rearma- 
ment programme and one which would involve still greater effort, 
restraint and sacrifice on the part of our people, whose effort, 
restraint and sacrifice was already beyond praise. 


Exports to America 


And then there was the question of the markets to which we 
exported. In the present unbalanced condition of world currencies 
the more we could export to America—and with her vast productivity 
America was a difficult market for us—the more we could buy from 
her. Moreover, the Americans had substantial reserves of gold 
with which to buttress their balance of payments if necessary. 
Our reserves, despite increases in the second half of 1950 and the 


first part of 1951, were in real terms much ‘less than in pre-war 
times and by themselves were inadequate to cope with violent 
swings in our balance of payments. Here there were problems 
which our American friends and allies did not have. It must be 
difficult for them to understand how very different was our economic 
and strategic position to their own. Our little island had ten times 
more people to the square mile than in their vast Continent and 
for raw materials we were almost wholly dependent on imports. 
They could trade with what countries they chose—or indeed with 
almost none, for their vast resources provided almost all their needs. 


Misunderstanding with America 


But the economic strength of this country, with its dense popula- 
tion and highly developed manufacturing industry, had been founded 
on a vigorous trade with all parts of the world. It was only in that 
way we had made good the lack of continental resources available 
to the United States—and to the Soviet Union. This question of 
our pattern of trade had been the subject of much misunderstanding 
between ourselves and the Americans. We could neither of us 
afford that. For on understanding and confidence between the 
British Commonwealth of Nations on the one hand and the United 
States on the other, civilization and our free way of life might well 
depend. There were plenty of people who would exploit mis- 
understanding between us and exacerbate difficulties. People of 
goodwill on both sides of the Atlantic must work to dissipate them. 


He spoke as one who knew and loved America; as one who, if he 
did not enjoy the privilege of being a British subject—and it 
remained a great privilege—would be glad to be an American. 
And he begged our American friends to realize that if we had 
trading relations with Communist countries as well as with them, 
it was no indication of disloyalty to the common cause of freedom 
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= * “wee and peace which our countries were pledged to 
de 

Just as the Americans recognized that trade between Japan and 
Communist China was a normal pattern in the Far East, so trade 
between East and Western Europe had always been a regular and 
important feature of Europe’s economy. It had made available to 
the West the great grain resources of Eastern Europe, timber from 
the forests of Russia, coal from Polish mines, food from the farms of 
Hungary, Poland and the Baltic States. In return Eastern Europe 
had secured raw materials which it lacked and manufactures from the 
industries of Western Europe. To deprive each part of Europe of 
the resources of the other would not put an end to Communism; it 
might merely depress the economic welfare of both parts without 
giving either side any relative advantage. Indeed, the need for that 
trade was expressly recognized in the Marshall Plan. 


President Truman’s Message 


For example, in his message to Congress in December 1947, 
presenting the European Recovery Programme, President Truman 
said :— 

Both the report of the 16 Nations and the programme now 
submitted to Congress are based on the belief that over the next 
few years the normal pattern of trade between Eastern and Western 
Europe will be gradually restored. As this restoration of trade is 
achieved the abnormal demands on the Western hemisphere for 
food and fuel should diminish. 

Unfortunately that expectation had not been realized. Despite 
our efforts immediately after the war to restore the old, and after all, 
the natural pattern of trade in the hope that the Soviet Union would 
join with us in the peaceful rehabilitation of the world, we had had 
it harshly forced upon us that the Communist countries were not yet 
prepared to co-operate with us and that on the contrary their vast 
array of military strength constituted a potential threat to the peace. 
Accordingly, since the spring of 1949, important as our trade with 
Eastern Europe was, we recognized the need to impose security 
restrictions on what we exported; we had not only shown ourselves

willing to co-operate in achieving a common policy to this end, we 
had in fact taken a leading part in Europe in getting such a policy 
accepted. 

We decided not to send beyond the Iron Curtain certain material 
which might later be turned against us or our friends. And the 
original list of strategic goods which we refused to export had since 
been modified and increased, always in close consultation with our 
American and Western European friends, as circumstances had 
changed and in the light of our knowledge of Soviet war production. 
The list of things totally embargoed included 250 items. That 
should prove that we were fully alive to the need to control the export 
of strategic goods. Of course, it was not easy to decide what goods 
were of sufficient strategic importance to justify the prohibition of 
their export. On the one hand it was obvious that we should not 
send arms and ammunition—and we did not. At the other extreme 
it could be argued that almost anything could be used in war, even 
textiles could clothe soldiers or medicinal drugs be used in military 
hospitals. 

Our policy had been to prevent the export of things which were 
important principally for war production and things which embodied 
advanced technical knowledge that would be useful in war. Certain 
kinds of scientific instruments and machine tools were obvious 
examples. Our embargo list covered this field. Then there were 
the things which were used primarily to satisfy normal civilian needs 
but which, particularly if supplied in large quantities, could contribute 
significantly to ere potential. These we exported to the Com- 
munist countries of Europe only in limited quantities to meet 
reasonable needs. Rubber was the obvious example of that. It had 
a hundred and one uses in civilian life, but it also had direct or indirect 
military value, and so we limited the quantity we exported. Why, our 
American friends sometimes asked, did we not prohibit all yf. ood 
exports ? The answer was clear enough. In existing circumstances 
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we could not, without quite disproportionate damage and dislocation, 
do without the things we got in return for them—we came back to 
the basic reality of our export trade. He said nothing of the question 
whether the imposition of an economic blockade would assist in the 
pacification of Europe. He simply observed that our aim, like that 
of the United States, was the pacification of the world; not the 
exacerbation of existing difficulties. We wanted to find a way of 
living in peace and normal relationships with all the world. 


But he put the matter now purely as one of economic and strategic 
common sense. Whilst we should certainly do nothing to increase 
the relative strength of a potential enemy, we should be foolish 
indeed to impose restrictions on our trade which weakened our own 
strategic and economic position. Consider what we got in return. 
In 1950 we imported from the Soviet bloc 690,000 tons of coarse 
grain, well over a third of our total imports. ‘That provided the grain 
ration for at least a quarter of our animal population. We imported 
220,000 standards of softwood—almost a quarter of our total imports 
and essential not simply to house building, but for export and general 
industrial needs. ‘Ten per cent. of our total supplies of bacon came 
from there and many other things—mining timber, essential for coal 
production, chemicals, oils and fats, and a wide range of other things. 


These imports had undoubtedly added to our economic and strategic 
strength. They were things we could hardly do without. But 
where else could we obtain them? We had to keep a careful eye 
on dollar expenditure and he thought there were some of them which 
our friends could not supply without imposing on themselves rationing 
or other restrictions on consumption, difficult to contemplate except 
in time of general war. No doubt, in time of general war, it would be 
a matter of common interest to our allies to find these additional 
supplies and to make it possible for us to pay for them. But this was 
not general war. And so we were left with Eastern Europe as the 
only available source of supply. 


Rubber and Timber 


On the other hand, we could not expect these sources of supply to 
be maintained if we ‘did not, on our side, supply to these countries 
things which would be useful to them. A vast range of our exports— 
motor cars from Coventry or jewellery from Birmingham—they 
had not attempted to buy, despite their low standard of living. In 
fact, with the sterling they earned from their sales to us, they had 
mainly bought raw materials from the sterling area, such as rubber 
and wool, tea and jute, together with restricted quantities of mach- 
inery and industrial equipment from the United Kingdom, not of a 
kind or quantity, as we thought, having any significant strategic 
importance. But the commodity on which they spent most sterling 
was rubber; we had, therefore, accepted in the last timber contract 
that we made with the Russians, a clause which entitled the Russians 
to decrease or suspend deliveries of timber if they were unable to buy 
rubber with the sterling they earned by seiling us their timber. 
This did not mean that supplies of rubber to Russia would increase 
nor did it mean that there was any change in our ban on rubber to 
China. 

Our position was wholly different in East-West trade as in many 
other matters from that of the United States, because of the im- 
portance of this trade to us. America had not, and did not, need to 
have any significant trade with the Soviet; it meant little or nothing 
to her to discontinue the imports of furs, caviare and crab. With us 
things were quite different. We obtained from the Soviet bloc 
essential foods and raw materials—and we believed that in these 
trade exchanges we got as good as we gave, economically and 
strategically. 

We were always ready to discuss these matters with our Allies, as 
indeed we had consistently done. But we did ask our friends in the 
Atlantic Community to put themselves in our place. What would 
they do? Would it help the community if Britain were deprived of 
these essential things ? Would it make us strategically stronger if 
war came—or economically stronger to resist Communist infiltration ? 

This was not a matter which ought to be settled by the laying down 
of unilateral conditions or by the denial of supplies essential to our 
well-being. It was pre-eminently one for frank but friendly 
discussion between Allies. For, at the end of the day, the success 
of the Atlantic alliance must depend on understanding and confidence 
between our countries. If we were partners—as we must indeed 
be—we must treat each other as partners. Harsh or unilateral 
action; the failure on either side—and there had been failures on 
both sides—to understand the other’s point of view, his special 
difficulties, and lack of confidence w.\s something inimical to partner- 
ship. 
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We in this country were making a tremendous effort in defence of 
freedom and of peace. In relation to our size and to our resources 
the rearmament programme we had undertaken imposed a heavier 
burden on our people than had been shouldered by any other country. 
And we, ly, were carrying our programme out. So also in 
America. Fundamentally, our people here and in the Commonwealth, 
and the people of the United States, thought alike, believed in the 
same things, cherished the same ideals. Our enemies would divide 
us. We must stand the more closely side by side, determined, if 
needs must, to join once more together in defence of the free world 
we had both done so much to build up. 


Metals Economy Advisory 
Committee

an Advisory Committee on Metals Economy, to assist him to ensure 
the most economical use of metals in the engineering industry and in 
the Defence Programme. 


Mr. D. A. Oliver, Director of Research to the B.S.A. Group of 
Companies, who recently became Metals Economy Adviser to the 
Minister, is Chairman of the Committee.

Provisional United Kingdom Trade 


Figures for July 
UNITED KINGDOM exports in July amounted to £2222 million, 


a recovery from the low June figure to a level 7 per cent. above the 
average for the first half of the year, although some £8 million below 
the peak values recorded in April and May. ‘The value of exports in 
the first seven months of the year was equivalent to an annual rate 
of 16 per cent. above the year 1950. 

Imports in July (£358-9 million) continued at the high level of 
recent months and brought the total value of imports in January 
to July to £2,215-3 million, 

With re-exports at £9-6 million the excess of imports (valued c.i.f.) 
over total exports (valued f.o.b.) during the first seven months of the 
year was £679°3 million. 

Exports to North America in July 

United Kingdom exports to the United States in July (£12-4 
million) maintained the rate of export in the second quarter. Exports 
to Canada reached the record value of £15-6 million, more than £1

million above the previous highest recorded in November last year 
and 15 per cent. above the second quarter level. This high value 
brought the total United Kingdom exports to North America in 
July to £28-0 million, 20 per cent. above the rate for the first half 
of this year.

It should be noted that the above figures are for imports and exports 
as recorded in the Trade Accounts. They differ from the figures 
entering into the United Kingdom Balance of Payments Account 
mainly because recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) include insurance 
and freight paid to United Kingdom residents; there are also signific- 
ant differences of timing and of coverage between the two sets of 
figures. The excess of recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) over exports 
is not, therefore, the visible trade deficit shown in the Balance of 
Payments. 


Hig her Maximum Prices 





Domestic Pottery 


WING TO increases in the cost of raw materials, wages and trans- 

port, the maximum prices of most types of undecorated domestic 
pottery are to be increased by 124 per cent. by a new Board of Trade 
Order* which comes into operation on August 21. 

These increases—the first since March 1947—have been requested 
by the manufacturers and are being permitted by the Board of Trade 
in consultation with the Central Price Regulation Committee after 
a careful investigation of costs and profits. 

Manufacturers’ maximum prices for decorated export rejects are 
now to be computed by adding 6 per cent. to the cost of production 
and sale. 

Manufacturers are now required to give all wholesalers a discount 
of 7} per cent. on sales of scheduled ware. 

A new column of prices (marked “‘ Y”’) is provided for “‘ once- 
fired ’’ ware; this means that, in a number of cases, the prices for this 
ware are slightly reduced. 

Other changes introduced by the Order are :— 

(1) The “ basic period” under the “ standstill” provisions of 
the Order is changed from the two months which ended on January 31, 
1948, to the two months which ended on July 31, 1949. 

(2) The definition of “‘ purchase price’’ has been amended to 
allow wholesalers and retailers who collect goods from manufacturers’ 
premises to include the cost of collection in maximum price. 

(3) The maximum value of a parcel where the wholesaler may make 
a separate charge for delivery is increased from £2 to £4. 

(4) The provisions of the Price-Controlled Goods (Invoices) 
Order, 1943, are modified in respect of certain crates of decorated 
export rejects. 

(5) In the calculation of the manufacturers’ cost of production and 
sale certain wage increases agreed after February 4, 1948, may now 
be taken into account. 

(6) Supplies to Government Departments are no longer exempt 
from price control.

Linoleum 


MANUFACTURERS of all types of linoleum will be permitted to 
increase their maximum prices by a new Board of Trade Order 
which comes into operation on August 21, 1951. 

The increases will vary from 9} per cent. to 20 per cent. according 
to type and quality. Printed felt base prices remain unchanged. 

Retailers’ overriding maximum prices will be increased by the same 
percentages. 

These increases which have been made in response to a request 
by the manufacturers, are due to rises in the prices of raw materials— 
principally linseed oil and hessian and in wages and overheads and 
have been granted after a careful investigation of these factors.

Exports of Rubber Tyres 
and Tubes 


UNDER an Order* made by the Board of Trade, operative on and 
from August 20, 1951, licences will be required in respect of all 
rubber tyres and tubes of a cross-section of 7 inches or more exported 
to those destinations previously free from control.

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Government Information Services 
Can Help Industry 


NE IMPORTANT object of the Government Information Services 

is to provide for the world’s Press and radio a steady flow of news, 
feature articles and photographs whose publication abroad is calculated 
to result in orders for British goods. 

A full description of the various media employed. with a list of 
overseas territories served, was published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on July 15, 1950, and reprints of the article are available on request 
from the Information Division of the Board of Trade. 

Very much of the material used relates to feats of production, 
improved techniques, new plant, products and designs, and is con- 
tributed by individual firms. Manufacturers and exporters are 
invited to use the services freely, in the assurance that they will 
themselves get the full and direct benefit of any publicity achieved. 

Recently, for example, one manufacturer reported to his trade 
association that he had broken entirely new ground in South America 
and obtained an initial £7,000 worth of business as the direct result 
of a single story transmitted. Another small company, which at the 
time was using no form of paid advertising, received enquiries from 
40 countries within a fortnight of editorial mention obtained through 
the Government Information Services. 

““ We have had enquiries from overseas markets where your hand- 
outs have been published,” writes another firm, “‘ and as we do not 
advertise in these countries, there is no doubt that they must have been 
the result of your efforts.” A manufacturer of agricultural implements 
obtained orders “ directly as a result” of an article provided for a 
trade paper. 

Manufacturers and exporters are invited to send suitable items (no 
more than a 200-word summary is called for in the first instance) 
to the Information Division, Board of Trade, Horse Guards 
Avenue, London, S.W.1, where consideration is given to their 
treatment and to the countries where they might most usefully be 
placed. They are then passed to the Central Office of Information 
for inclusion in one or other of the programmes prepared and dis- 
tributed by the Central Office on behalf of the overseas departments. 
On receipt of the material the United Kingdom Information Officer 
abroad offers it to suitable papers in his territory, and there is evidence 
of its widespread and useful publication. 


Imports of Fruit Pulp and Bulk 


Frozen Fruit 


N the Notice to Importers, No. 401, Appendix II, Group 1, Part A, 

the Board of Trade announced the issue of an Open General Licence 
permitting the import of fruit pulp and bulk frozen fruit, without 
added suyar, consigned from and originating in any country or 
territory other than :— 


Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia (Iran), Philippines, Poland, 
Roumania, Tangier, United States of America, Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, Venezuela, Yugoslavia, (as revised). 

The Board now announce (in Notice to Importers, No. 448) that, 
with effect from August 14, 1951, this item of the Open General 
Licence has been amended to read, ‘ Fruit pulp (including bulk 
frozen fruit) without added sugar ; excluding the following varieties : 
Apricots, Grape-fruit, Peach, Pear, Pineapple.” 

Where, in consequence of amendments made to this Open General 
Licence the import of particular goods is restricted, such goods shall 
be admitted without the necessity for the production of an individual 
licence provided the Commissioners of H.M. Customs and Excise are 
satisfied that the goods were en route to the United Kingdom on 
August 13, 1951. 


Cakes and Biscuits Productivity Team 


A PRODUCTIVITY TEAM of 14 members of the British Cake 
and Biscuit Industry has gone to the United States to study, under the 
auspices of the Anglo-American Council on Productivity and the 
Economic Co-operation Administration Technical Assistance pro- 
gramme, American systems of factory layout, ovens and machinery, 
packaging, distribution and other aspects of production. 
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Increased Iron and Steel Prices 


HE Minister of Supply, Mr. George R. Strauss, has made an 

Order increasing controlled maximum prices of iron and steel 
products from August 13. 

The increases are necessary because of : 

A sharp rise in the prices of imports of iron ore, scrap, pig iron 

and semi-manufactured steel and 

Recent increases in costs in this country, including increases in 

wages, transport, scrap and fuel costs. 

The British Iron and Steel Federation informed the Ministry in 
March that in view of the serious cost increases due to these causes 
early consideration needed to be given to the position. 

The prices now authorized are based on recommendations submitted 
by the Iron and Steel Corporation of Great Britain, after consultation 
with the British Iron and Steel Federation, and take account of the 
savings in capital charges secured by nationalization. 

The loss arising from buying finished steel abroad and selling it 
in this country at home prices has hitherto been borne by the Ex- 
chequer. This loss has risen steeply with the sharp rise in world 
prices and the Government have decided that to avoid an increase 
in the subsidy, the trading loss, but not the import duty, should now 
be recovered by an adjustment spread over home controlled prices. 
This accounts for over 20 per cent., and other imported steel and 
steel making materials for approximately 40 per cent. of the overall 
price increases.

fuel costs.

date information on the pattern of expenditure to serve as a basis 


for a new index of retail prices. The enquiry, for the purpose of the 
Index, will be representative of practically all wage earners and those 
with moderate salaries. It will be based on a selection of budgets 
made from households where the head of the household earns from 
about £150 to £1,000 a year. ‘The precise limits will be fixed after 
the budgets have been analyzed. 

As announced in Parliament recently the Minister of Labour and 
National Service has accepted the Committee’s recommendations. 
The present index has operated since June, 1947.

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Retail Spending Increases Again in June 


HE VALUE of sales in June by the large-scale retail organiza- 

tions which supply information to the Board of Trade each 

month continued at a higher level than a year ago, and the turn- 
over of all shops in the sample was up 13 per cent. Sales were also 
higher in total than in May, in marked contrast to the usual seasonal 
fall. ‘There had however been no rise in May. 

Food sales were 3 per cent. higher than in May, which compares 
with a fall of 1 per cent. last year, but this was in part the result of 
price increases which were working through during the two months 
of this year; non-food sales remained unchanged although an 8 per 
cent. fall had been recorded last year. Sales of apparel fell by 4 
per cent. over the month, but were 18 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier, a greater increase than in May. A feature of June apparel 
sales was the remarkably high turnover in footwear, which was over 
30 per cent. above the previous June and only 2 per cent. below the 
record Christmas sales. Among household goods sales of both 
furniture and hardware, although showing the usual summer declines, 
were much higher than a year ago. 

Owing to price increases which have occurred during recent 
months, the higher levels of turnover do not in all cases represent 
a higher volume of trade. The Ministry of Labour Interim Index 
of Retail Prices was 10 per cent. higher than a year ago, having risen 
only fractionally since May. Within this total figure the food 
group has risen by 10 per cent., apparel by 16 per cent. and household 
durable goods by 21 per cent. ‘These increases compare with a rise 
of 11 per cent. in food sales, 18 per cent. in apparel and 16 per cent. 
in household goods. The correspondence between the two sets of 
indices is, however, not exact, and any conclusions as to the volume 
of sales must necessarily be very approximate. 


Sales by Type of Shop 


The division of sales between the different types of-retail organiza- 
tion followed the familiar pattern of recent months. In clothing, 
multiple shops again showed by far the greatest increase—more than 
25 per cent.—over last year; co-operatives were next with an increase 
of 10 per cent., taking men’s and women’s wear together; department 
stores and independent traders showed small increases in sales of 
women’s wear and decreases in men’s wear, the independents faring

worst with a fall of 5 per cent. compared with 1 per cent. for depart- 
ment stores. In all cases the comparison of the month with last year 
is less favourable than that of the total trading year to date, confirming 
the impression that the big increases in total consumer spending on 
clothing are coming to an end. 

In the other main non-food categories the pattern was as usual 
more even. Co-operative societies had the best of a good month 
among footwear traders, while department stores increased much 
less than the average, as they have done in most months of this year. 
The same picture was also provided by furniture and hardware sales; 
in the case of these two sales categories, the department stores, with 
increases of 10 per cent. in each, compared less well with last year 


than independent traders, although their total sales for the year to 
date have shown a slightly higher increase. 


Sales by Areas 


All areas recorded a greater rise in non-food sales in June over 
last year than had taken place in May. Wales and the Midlands, 
in particular, which last month had shown increases of only 2 per 
cent. in comparison with the national average of 6 per cent., were 
well up with increases in June of 22 and 17 per cent. respectively. 
These two areas were in consequence the only two with increases 
above the cumulative figures of the trading year to date; all other 
areas were below, although the declines were not of sufficient 
magnitude to suggest any serious downward trend. Food sales, 
on the other hand, showed greater increases in all areas over last 
year both than those recorded in May and those shown by 
the cumulative figures. Fluctuations in the level of food sales 
compared with the previous year are ordinarily much less than for 
non-food categories, and the only notable change was in the North- 
East region ; there, last month’s turnover had fallen to only 3-5 
per cent. above 1950, the lowest increase for any month this year in 
any region. In June, however, the increase in this region was over 
10 per cent., a figure higher than in any preceding month and close 
to the average for Great Britain as a whole.

Sales by Class of Goods 
Clothing 


The seasonal fall in clothing sales was much less marked than in 
previous years, owing no doubt mainly to the low level of clothing 
sales in May. Consequently the increases over a year ago for both 
men’s and women’s wear were higher than for May. Nevertheless, 
although they were 16 and 14 per cent. respectively above last year, 
these increases are lower than any in the five months up to April, and 
approximately matching as they do the price increases which have 
taken place in the past year, suggest that consumer spending is back 
to a normal replacement basis after the heavy buying for stock against 
price increases to come which had been a feature of trade in the early 
months of the year. Nevertheless with the present higher prices 
there is no reason to suppose that the value of clothing sales will not 
continue at a higher level than last year. 

In the sub-categories of women’s wear dress materials were again 
notable in showing a fall compared with last year, the more so use 
May and June of last year were also bad months for sales of materials 
and these are now 19 per cent. below the 1949 level. This situation 
is attributable to the fact that in a time of rising prices of textile raw 
materials, retail prices of piece-goods rise before those of made-up 
clothing, thereby altering for a time the cost relationship between 
clothing bought ready-made and clothing made-up from retailed 
dress materials. 

In place of the customary fall, little change was reported in the 
level of clothing stocks between May and June, and for men’s and 
women’s wear these were 19 and 20 per cent. higher respectively at 
the end of June than a year earlier, suggesting that the volume held 
was rather higher. In the sub-categories of women’s wear, stocks of 
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outerwear, underwear, and stockings were all more than 20 per cent. 
up, while girls’ and children’s wear and dress materials showed 
increases of less than 10 per cent., although in both cases this was 
the greatest increase recorded this year.

Footwear 


In contrast to a rise of only 4 per cent. over last year recorded in 
May, June turnover showed an increase of more than 33 per cent., 
bringing total sales to within 2 per cent. of the record Christmas 
figure. ‘This rise was all the more remarkable for the fact that June 
is not usually the peak month of the spring season, though the figures 
were no doubt influenced by forthcoming price increases announced 
during the month. Stocks fell by 6 per cent. over the month, and 
were at the end only 2 per cent. above a year ago, implying a 
substantial fall in the volume held. 


Household Goods 


Household goods sales fell again in June, as they ordinarily do at 
this time of the year, but the fall was less severe than last year, and the 
change compared with a year earlier, 16 per cent., was double that 
of May. At this level, however, the volume of goods sold was 
probably still slightly below that of last year, a situation which is not 
surprising in view firstly of the considerable price increases which 
have occurred recently—household durable goods in the Interim 
Index of Retail Prices are 21 per cent. up on last year—and secondly 
of the heavy buying in the early months of the year, which must have 
included some consumer stockpiling. 

Furniture and furnishings in June showed a greater increase over 
a year ago than hardware, electrical and radio goods for the first time 
in three months, the percentages being 16 and 13 respectively. Within 
the furniture category, floor coverings were again lower, by 4 per cent., 
than last year, while furniture and bedding, which had fallen only 
4 per cent. over the month, was 27 per cent. up on last year. The 
hardware sales which are separately distinguished were 11 per cent. 
higher over the year ; this increase was less than that of the whole 
category, as it has been for the past ten months, suggesting that 
sales of radio and electrical goods have been increasing more in 
value than hardware, an impression which is confirmed by the 
experience of independent retailers. Stocks in both the hardware 
and furniture categories again showed a greater increase over a year 
earlier, and are now 35 and 38 per cent. higher.

Chemists’ Wares 

Sales of chemists’ wares have been rising consistently in value over 
the last three years, and June provided no exception, the increase 
over last year, 13 per cent., being more than double that of the two 
preceding months and bringing the cumulative increase up to 10 
per cent. Stocks continued at a correspondingly higher level, and 
were 18 per cent. above June 1950. 


Other Non-Food Categories 
Of the remaining categories of goods, for which no index numbers 
are calculated, only the jewellery category showed sales below the

level of last year with a decrease of 1 per cent. Within this category 
leather goods fell by 4 per cent., suggesting that sales of the remaining 
jewellery and fancy goods were static or somewhat higher. In all 
categories the change for the month over last year was close to the 
cumulative change in the trading year to date, providing no inference 
of any marked alteration of trends. Stock changes also showed little 
change from the preceding month. 


Food and Perishables 


The rise of 3 per cent. in sales of food and perishables between 
May and June was in contrast to a fall of 1 per cent. last year, and may 
have been partly attributable to increases in the price of butter and 
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Index Numbers of Weekly Sales of Food and Perishables (1947 = 100) 
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margarine, the impact of which was being felt during the period. 
The increase of 11 per cent. over a year ago compares with an increase 
of 10 per cent. in the food group of the Interim Index of Retail 
Prices. Percentage changes in the meat, fish, milk and sweets 
categories showed little difference from those of the last few months. 
Sales of wines, spirits, beer, etc. were 1 per cent. above last year, 
after falling below in May, while fruit and vegetable sales recorded a 
much lower increase, of 2 per cent., than in recent months, this being 
possibly due to the lateness of the spring season. Sales of groceries 
and provisions, which constitute about one third of the total of food 
sales in the sample and which were affected by the price changes, 
rose by 5 per cent. over the month to a level 19 per cent. above last 
year, the greatest increase in that category for over a year. 

Stocks showed a rather smaller increase over last year than in the 
two preceding months, but at a level 31 per cent. higher by value 
represent a considerable increase in volume over mid-1950. 


Notes 


(i) Definitions of the various categories were given on page 609 of 
the Board of Trade Journal for April 19, 1947. The method used in 
compiling the index numbers was described in the Board of Trade 
Journal for July 16, 1949. 

(ii) As the figures are derived from returns showing the values of 
goods sold during, and stocks at the end of, each month they are 
affected by price movements, including changes due to the incidence 
of purchase tax. 

(iii) The figures relating to stocks are based on a smaller and less 
representative sample than sales figures. Stocks are valued at their 
cost to the retailer. 

(iv) Sales of food and perishables in June were 57 per cent. of 
total sales. 

(v) The period covered by June sales was the 5 weeks from May 27 
to June 30. 

(vi) Some firms are able to give figures for the country as a whole 
but not for sales in the various areas. Consequently the movements 
in business reported by the sample for Great Britain may differ from 
the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight is 
given to the amount of business done in each area. 

(vii) It is known that footwear sales are overweighted in the 
sample compared with those of other goods and, in the absence of 
census data which would enable a more precise proportion to be 
calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two. As, however, 
some of the reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures 
are not so adjusted.

New British Stores to Open in Canada 


AS part of the dollar export drive, the Canadians have shown them- 
selves most anxious that English firms should open in Canada. 
Suggestions along these lines made to Sir Cecil Weir, Chairman of 
the former Dollar Exports Board are now bearing fruit. 

Among recent new enterprises is the opening in Toronto and 
Ottawa this month of modern shoe stores by a firm whose products 
are some of the best known in England. 

Behind this project is Mr. F. J. Stratton, Managing Director of the 
Dolcis Shoe Company and a member of the former Dollar Exports 
Board. The newly-formed firm which is to open in Canada will have 
Mr. Stratton as one of its directors and with him on the Board will be 
Mr. R. Fennell, a leading Canadian industrial lawyer and chairman of 
32 Canadian companies. 
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Continued Popularity of Personal Export Scheme 
in First Half of 1951 


URING the first six months of 1951, visitors to the United 
Kingdom purchased goods to the value of £1,614,000 under the 
Personal Exports Scheme and emigrants from the United King- 
dom, who are also entitled to participate in the scheme, spent £323,000. 
Comparable figures of purchases for the first half of 1950 were 
£1,099,000 by visitors and £201,000 by emigrants, rises of 47 and 60 
per cent. respectively. Purchases by emigrants during January to 
June 1951 accounted for 17 per cent. of the total compared with 15 


per cent. a year earlier. 

Visitors from the United States spent 5 per cent. more than a year 
earlier, while purchases by visitors from the rest of the Americas, 
including Canada, rose by 45 per cent. All other areas also showed 
considerable increases, visitors from Commonwealth countries, 
excluding Canada, spending 79 per cent. more, while purchases by 
visitors from Europe and from the rest of the world rose by 55 per 
cent. and 46 per cent. respectively.

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Trade of Independent Retailers in June 


ETURNS FROM the independent shops which supply informa- 
tion to the Board of Trade each month indicate that in most 
sectors of the trade the value of sales is continuing at a level well 
above that of a year earlier. Sales of household goods, chemists’ 
wares, books, newspapers and stationery, and jewellery, and turnover 
of motor and cycle dealers and garages in June were all more than 
10 per cent. higher than a year ago, while boot and shoe retailers, with 
turnover 29 per cent. above last year, reported the highest sales yet

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recorded, surpassing even last December’s peak-level. Clothing 
alone provided any exception to this trend; for men’s wear, sales of 
both outfitters and bespoke tailors were lower than a year ago, while 
drapers, although showing better figures in comparison with last 
year than they had done in May, were only 3 per cent. higher. 

In almost all trades except chemists, and motor and cycle dealers 
and garages, the usual seasonal movement between May and June is 
downwards, and this pattern was followed in most cases this year. 
The exceptions were toys, sports and leather goods, sales of which 
rose by 3 per cent., and footwear, for which the remarkable increase 
in sales of 17 per cent. was recorded. 


Clothing and Footwear 


Total sales by men’s wear shops were 5 per cent. lower in June than 
in the corresponding month of the previous year, outfitters being 


7 per cent. down, and bespoke tailors 4 per cent. For outfitters this 
was the second month in succession in which trade had fallen below 
the level of a year ago, after a rising trend in the preceding six months, 
while for bespoke tailors the fall was the first for nearly a year. 
Compared with May, both sections of the trade experienced sharp 
declines in sales. This is the usual experience in June, although the 
fall of 13 per cent. in turnover was considerably greater than any 
between these two months in the last five years. 

Sales of drapers, who had had a bad month in May, fell by only 
3 per cent. in June, whereas the usual seasonal movement is a con- 
siderably larger decline. In consequence, turnover was 3 per cent. 
higher than last year, an improvement on May when a fall of 6 per 
cent. had been recorded; nevertheless, this increase was much less 
than that of cumulative sales for the year to date, which are still 
8 per cent above last year’s level, and it is clear that the high spending 
in the earlier months of the year on both men’s and women’s wear 
is at an end. With the considerable increase in prices which has 
taken place over the year, however—the clothing group of the Interim 
Index of Retail Prices is up 16 per cent.—and with higher incomes 
generally, there is every reason to expect sales of both men’s and 
women’s wear to continue at levels higher on the average than last 
year. 

A comparison with large-scale retailers shows the usual pattern 
of recent months. Sales of women’s wear by multiple shops and 
co-operative societies, 28 and 12 per cent. respectively higher than 
last year, showed a much greater improvement over the year, while 
department stores sales, 3 per cent. higher, increased by the same 
amount as independent retailers. For the year to date the position 
is the same; the increase in cumulative sales of multiples and co- 
operative societies is 35 and 16 per cent. respectively, while depart- 
ment stores sales are 10 per cent. up, an increase only slightly greater 
than that of independent retailers. Similarly men’s wear sales 
by multiple shops were 25 per cent. higher in June than a year ago, 
and co-operative sales were 7 per cent. higher, while those of depart- 
ment stores fell by 1 per cent. In this category, however, the increase 
in cumulative sales for the year to date is the same to within 1 per 
cent. for independent retailers : departme nt stores and co-operative 
societies; only multiple shops, with sales 34 per cent. higher, have 
re corded appreciably better figures. 

Footwear sales in June attained the highest level yet recorded; 
with an increase of 17 per cent. over the month (last year there was a 
fall of 11 per cent.) and 29 per cent. over the year, even the December 
peak was surpassed. Some of this rise, however, must be attributed 
to the announcement of further increases in footwear prices which 
was made during the month, and despite the increase in the value of 
sales which will result from higher prices it cannot be expected that 
such a high level of turnover will be maintained.

Large-scale shops also experienced a much better month’s trade, 
and although co-operative societies and multiple shops, with sales 
higher over the year by 37 and 34 per cent. respectively, showed 
slightly greater increases than independent traders, the difference 
was less than that between independent shops and department stores, 
sales by which rose only 17 per cent. 


Household Goods 


Furniture dealers and hardware, electrical and radio shops, all 
experienced a seasonal decline in sales in June; furniture dealers’ 
turnover was 8 per cent. less than in May, while hardware, electrical 
and radio sales were down by the same percentage, although within 
the total for that category, sales by radio and electrical specialists 
fell by only 3 per cent., suggesting a bigger drop in sales of hardware. 
Compared with last year, however, increases of over 10 per cent. 
were recorded in both categories, while within the hardware category 
sales by radio and electrical specialists were 20 per cent. higher. 

Turnover of furniture dealers, 12 per cent. higher than last year, 
showed a slightly lower increase than the average of all large-scale 
shops, sales by which were 16 per cent. higher, but was above that 
of department stores which had increased by only 10 per cent. A 
comparison of increases in cumulative sales for the year to date shows 
independent dealers’ and department stores’ sales almost identical 
at levels 23 and 23} per cent. respectively above last year, while 
slightly greater increases by co-operative stores and multiple shops 
have brought the level of all large-scale shops up to 27 per cent. 
higher. Sales by large-scale retailers who allocate them into the 
three sub-categories of furniture and bedding, furnishing fabrics and 
household textiles, and floor coverings, show furniture and bedding 
to have increased more than the average in June compared with last 
year, while furnishing fabrics and household textiles have increased 
less than the average and floor coverings have actually declined. 

Hardware, electrical and radio departments of large-scale shops 
recorded an increase of 13 per cent. over last year’s sales in June, 
compared with 11 per cenf. by independent retailers. This may, 
however, be due to no more than differences in the proportions of 
hardware to radio and electrical goods in the two samples. It is 
clear that hardware sales have increased less than those of radio and 
electrical goods; in the sample of independent traders sales of the 
latter rose by 20 per cent., nearly double the average for both sub- 
categories taken together, while those large-scale retailers who give 
hardware sales separately show these to have increased less than the 
average. 


Chemists’ Sales 


Trade by independent chemists made a good recovery in June 
after the low level of sales in May, increasing by 11 per cent. over the 
month and 12 per cent. compared with a year ago. This increase 
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was only 1 point less than that recorded by the most nearly comparable 
large-scale organizations, which have tended so far this year to show 
greater increases over last year. During the five months February- 
June total sales by independent chemists are only 2 per cent. higher 
than last year, while those of large-scale retailers have risen by 10 per 
cent. 


Other Retail Categories 


Sales of toys, sports and leather goods, which had shown a seasonal 
rise in May smaller than usual, compensated to some extent with a 
rise of 3 per cent. instead of the usual decline. This brought sales 
to a level 7 per cent. higher than last year, and cumulative turnover 
to 6 per cent. higher. 

Independent jewellers’ sales, also seasonally low in June, fell by 
only 1 per cent. over the month and in consequence recorded an 
increase of 18 per cent. over last year, 4 points more than the cumula- 
tive rise to date. Sales by booksellers, stationers and newsagents, 
although experiencing the usual seasonal fall, also maintained an 
increase on last year which, at 15 per cent., was slightly greater than 
that of the total trade to date. June also brought a good recovery 
in the trade of motor and cycle dealers and garages, which were 25 
per cent. up on the month and 21 per cent. higher than last year. 

Only approximate comparisons with large-s 
in these categories owing to substantial differences in the goods 
handled. Their figures, however, show sales increases over last 
year of the same size as those of the most nearly comparable in- 
dependent category for books and stationery, while sales of sports 
and cycles were 7 per cent. higher and those of jewellery, leather and 
miscellaneous fancy goods were down by 1 per cent.

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Extension of Open General Licence and Amendments 


HE Board of Trade announce, in Notice to Importers No. 449, 

that with effect from August 21, 1951, the Open General Licence 

referred to in Notice to Importers No. 401, Appendix II, has 
been extended to include the goods shown on the attached Schedule I, 
which are consigned from and originate in any country or territory 
other than :-— 


Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El 
Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), Guatemala, 
Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Persia (Iran), Philippines, Poland, Roumania, Tangier, 
United States, U.S.S.R., Venezuela, Yugoslavia. 

Further, with effect from August 21, 1951, the Open General 
Licence has been amended in respect of the items shown on the 
attached Schedule II. 

The Open General Licence relates to goods consigned from and 
originating in any of the permitted sources; thus, goods consigned 
from one of the permitted countries and originating in another per- 
mitted country are covered, but not goods originating in any of the 
excepted countries even if consigned from one of the permitted 
countries. 

Wherever it is proposed to import from one country goods origina- 
ting in another, the Exchange Control Authorities should be consulted, 
through the medium of the importer’s bankers, before any commit- 
ments are entered into. 

Where in consequence of amendments made to this Open General 
Licence the import of particular goods is restricted, they will be 
admitted without the necessity of the production of an individual 
licence provided it is shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
of H.M. Customs and Excise that the goods were en route to the 
United Kingdom on August 15, 1951.

World Wool Situation 


OLLOWING THE steep decline in June, wool prices were a 

little firmer in July than at the end of the previous month, states 
Wool Intelligence* for August. Competition at the mid-July sales 
in London was more widespread than at any series since Easter. 
Although average prices for the month showed a decline of about 
5 per cent. compared with the average for the previous month the 
fall was only a fraction of that in June, when they declined by as 
much as 25-30 per cent. Merino 64s, however, were only 12 per 
cent. above the July 1950 average; fine crossbreds were about 30 
per cent. above and medium and coarse crossbreds 35-40 per cent. 
above. It is as yet too early to attribute any significance to this 
minor rally in spot prices. A more reliable indication of the strength 
of the market, at least as far as crossbreds are concerned, should be 
obtained when the sales of the balance of the New Zealand clip begin 
in mid-August. 

Exports. Australian exports of raw wool in the first eleven months 
of the season (July-May) amounted to 957 million Ib., actual weight, 
or 16 per cent. less than in the corresponding period of 1949-50. 
Exports from New Zealand totalled 229 million Ib. in the same 
period, a reduction of 35 per cent. on last year; they amounted to 
29 million Ib. in May, 10 million Ib. more than in April, but still 
much below normal for that month, owing primarily to the water- 
front strike in New Zealand. South African exports during the 
season (July-June) reached 197 million Ib., an increase of 10 per 
cent. on 1949-50. 

Imports. Retained imports in the United Kingdom during the 
first half of 1951 amounted to 262 million Ib., actual weight, which 
represented a decline of 26 per cent. on the same period of last year. 
In the first five months of this year the United States imported 261 
million Ib., or 4 per cent. less than last year. The major Continental 
consuming countries, apart from Italy, have all imported smaller 
quantities of wool this year; French imports for the half year at 175 
million Ib. were 10 per cent. down on January-June 1950, and Belgian 
and German imports during the first five months of the year showed 
reductions of 23 and 28 per cent. respectively. On the other hand, 
Japanese imports during the first quarter of the year increased by 
42 per cent. over the corresponding period of 1950. 

Activity. Activity in the United Kingdom wool textile industry 
declined in June and was in general appreciably below that in the 
corresponding month of 1950. The rate of virgin wool consumption 
declined for the tenth consecutive month and was 20 per cent. lower 
than a year earlier. Consumption of other materials (principally 
mungo and shoddy, hair and other fibres) was slightly down compared 
with May, though 18 per cent. higher than in June 1950. Worsted 
yarn deliveries declined by one per cent. and were 5 per cent. lower 
than in 1950. ‘Tissue deliveries, however, increased slightly and 
were 5 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 

Virgin wool consumption in the United States increased in April 
for the first time since December. Average weekly consumption 
increased by 9 per cent. compared with March, although it was 7 per 
cent. below the April 1950 average. The increase was entirely in 
apparel class wool, consumption by which rose by 22 per cent. 
compared with March; consumption of carpet class wool declined 
by 19 per cent. and was the lowest since August 1949. 

Activity in the worsted sector of the French wool textile industry 
declined in May. The output of tops and worsted yarn was smaller 
than in April and about 20 per cent. below the May 1950 level. Pre- 
liminary data for June, however, shows that tops production increased 
and was back to the April level. Woollen yarn production remained 
unchanged in May and was 20 per cent. larger than a year earlier. 
The production of finished cloth continued to increase and was 
3 per cent. larger than in May 1950. Belgian activity during May fell 
more sharply than in France. All sections of the industry showed a 
decline, but particularly the worsted sections. Compared with the 
previous month production of tops, worsted yarn and worsted cloth 
all declined by about 16 per cent. Woollen yarn production was 
down by 14 per cent. and woollen cloth by 7 per cent. Compared 
with May 1950 all sections showed reduction in output. Woollen 
and worsted yarn production in the Federal Republic of Germany 
dropped sharply in May by 15 per cent. compared with the previous 
month, though it was 13 per cent. larger than a year earlier. 

Activity in the Netherlands was sharply reduced in April. Con- 
sumption of wool, and production of tops, worsted yarn and finished 
cloth all fell.

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Trade of Wholesale Textile Houses 


Seasonal Fall 


HE VALUE of sales of wholesale textile houses in June showed 

the customary sharp fall compared with May. Total home 

trade was more than 20 per cent. lower than in May, but was still 
14 per cent. above a year ago. The seasonal fall was experienced 
in sales of both men’s and women’s wear, but piece-goods and exports 
sales rose. 

Total sales of women’s and children’s wear were nearly 6 per cent. 
higher than a year ago. Within this category knitted goods, both 
outer and underwear, and underwear other than knitted all recorded 
increases in sales of over 20 per cent., while sales of hose and outer- 
wear other than knitted were lower than i in the previous year. Sales 
of men’s and boys’ wear again showed a greater increase, the figure 
being double that for women’s and children’s wear, and within this 
category sales of ready-made clothing, 22 per cent. higher than last 
year, again rose more than the total. Sales of piece-goods were 38 
per cent. above last year’s level, the greatest rise so far recorded this 
year, while other notable increases were for gloves and boots and 
shoes, 32 and 31 per cent. respectively higher than last year, both 
figures being considerably better than those of cumulative sales to date. 

Cumulative sales during the six months January-June showed an 
increase in total of 23 per cent. over last year, nearly half as much 
again as that for the month. Increases in cumulative sales of both 
_ women’s wear and men’s wear, 14 and 28 per cent. respectively, 
were also well above those for the month. The increase in household 
textiles, on the other hand, 41 per cent., was the same both for the 
month and the year to date, while in sales of furnishings the former 
increase was the greater, suggesting a difference in trend. 

A feature of the June figures was the considerable increase in the 
value of stocks compared with May in the four main groups. Never- 
theless, total stocks at the end of June were only 4 per cent. in value 
higher than a year ago, an increase which must represent a decline 
in value in view of the much greater rise in prices which has taken 


place during the twelve months.

FTER allowing for the difference in the numbers of working days, 

rates of production of yarn and cloth in June were practically the 

same as in May. A slight decrease in the rate of production of 
single cotton yarn (excluding waste) was offset by an increase of 
7 per cent. in the rate for cotton waste yarn and 1 per cent. for spun 
rayon and mixture yarn. The figures for the second quarter, 
similarly adjusted, show that the production rate of all types of single 
yarn taken together increased by 4 per cent. and of all types of cloth 
by 6 per cent. compared with the first quarter of this year ; and in 
comparison with April-June 1950, the rate of production of single 
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the Cotton Industry in June 


yarn was 4 per cent. higher, and of cloth 6 per cent higher. 

The latest weekly production figure for cotton, spun rayon and 
mixture yarn was 21-07 million pounds in the week ending July 21. 

The number employed in the spinning section of the industry on 
June 16 was 300 less than on June 2 and the spinners actually at work 
represented 93-5 per cent. of the number on the books. The total of 
operatives in the doubling and weaving sections was unchanged. 
Compared with a year earlier there were about 5,000 more spinners 
and doublers and 5,500 more weavers at work.

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Wholesale Price Index Numbers in July 


HE price index of basic materials for manufacturing industry 
fell by 3 per cent. in July, the fourth fall in successive months. 
As in June, textile raw materials were largely responsible for the 
decline. Cotton and flax were both more than 10 per cent. below 
the June average, while coir, silk and wool also recorded falls. ‘Tin 
fell sharply again, but other metals continued firm, and lead and zinc 
were both higher over the month. Prices of woodpulp showed a 
slight fall compared with June, the first check which has occurred to a 
rising trend for over a year. Hides and skins were again lower ;

prices in July were down to the level of last November, 30 per cent. 
below the March peak. Apart from lead and zinc the most notable 

increases recorded during the month were for sulphur and pyrites. 
Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and explaining 
their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on May 19 and 
June 16 this year. The issue of June 16 also gave a list of the com- 
modities included in the index of basic materials (excluding fuel) 
for non-food industries.

Appointment to Commonwealth Relations Office 


WITH the approval of the Prime Minister, the Secretary of State for 
Commonwealth Relations has appointed Sir Stephen Holmes, at 
present a Second Secretary of the Board of Trade, to be Deputy 
Under-Secretary of State in the Commonwealth Relations Office, the 
President of the Board of Trade having agreed to release him for that 
appointment.

Application for Revision of Import Duty on Railway Sleepers 


THE Board of Trade have under consideration a proposal that the 
10 per cent. general ad valorem duty on railway sleepers in the form 
of square-sawn softwood, not further prepared or manufactured, 
should be replaced by a duty of 8s. Od. per standard of 165 cubic 
feet. The 10 per cent. general ad valorem duty on sleepers imported 
in any other form will remain unchanged.

I. G. Farben Central Laboratory Index can be Inspected 


A NUMBER of firms have displayed keen interest in the technical 
information about chemical products marketed under trade names 
in Europe and America which is available at the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Rearch’s Technical Information and Docu- 
ments Unit, Lacon House, Theobald’s Road, London, W.C.1. 

The information is contained in 29 reels of microfilm and is a 
photographic facsimile of the I. G. Farben Central Laboratory 
Index. The index, appears to have been compiled between the 
years 1933-1943, although a few additional notes are dated 1946, 
and it comprises more than 57,000 cards. ‘The information is given 
in alphabetical order under trade names and includes the chemical 
name of each product or its analysis, and its constitution and applica- 
tion. In addition, information about patents and literature 
reference is given. 

Most of the entries refer to dye-stuffs, but the index also covers 
resins, plastics, detergents, wetting agents, waterproofing and emulsify- 
ing agents, textile assistants, rubber accelerators, cellulose esters, 
synthetic rubber, oil additives, tannins, insecticides, solvents, 
pharmaceutical products and other commodities. 

The index can be inspected at T.I.D.U. (Tel.: Chancery 4411) 
by appointment and no charge is made for inspection. Photo copies 
of entries may be ordered and purchased. 


Standards for Meat and Fish Pastes and Spreads 


THE Minister of Food has made the Food Standards (Meat Paste) 
Order, 1951, and the Food Standards (Fish Paste) Order, 1951, pres- 
cribing standards of composition for meat paste and meat spread 
and fish paste and fish spread respectively. 

The standards, which repeat the provisions contained until 
recently in the Meat Products and Canned Meat (Control and 
Maximum Prices) Order, 1948, as amended, prescribe a minimum 
meat content of 55 per cent. for meat paste and meat spread and a 
minimum fish content of 70 per cent. for fish paste and fish spread. 
The tolerance of 5 per cent. previously permitted in the Control 
Order is discontinued in each instance. 

The standards apply to both imported and home-produced pastes 
and spread. 

In making the standard for fish paste and fish spread the Minister 


has had regard to the recommendations of the Food Standards Com- 
mittee and to the representations which were received following the 
publication of the Committee’s proposals in June 1950. The 
standard for meat paste and meat spread will be examined by the 
Committee in the course of their review of meat products generally. 

To allow reasonable time for the disposal of stocks, the standards 
prescribed in the new Orders will come into operation on the 
following dates :— 

For sales by the manufacturers of meat paste and meat spread and 

fish paste and fish spread on September 7, 1951. 

For sales by wholesale on December 7, 1951. 

Subject to the grant by Parliament of an extension of the Minister’s 
powers beyond December 10, 1951, a further Order will be made 
prescribing the date on which the standards will apply to sales by 


retail. 
Import Duty Drawback Order 


THE ‘Treasury have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 20) 
Order, 1951, which revokes certain obsolete Customs drawback 


Orders and the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 21) Order, 1951, 
which re-enacts the provision for drawback in respect of cleaned 
fresh fish used in the manufacture of dried salted fish, and replaces 
earlier Orders which are partly obsolete. 

The Orders came into operation on August 13, 1951, and have 
been published as Statutory Instruments, 1951, Nos. 1434 and 1435.

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 


External Seaborne and Airborne Trade of India 
in Year Ended March 31, 1951 


HE STATISTICS of India’s external seaborne and airborne 

trade, summarized in the following tables which were forwarded 

by the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in India, 
relate to the trade in merchandise, both on Government account and 
private account, of the Indian Union (including seaborne and airborne 
trade with Pakistan) and are derived from the accounts relating to the 
Foreign Sea and Airborne Trade and Navigation of India. Treasure 
is not included. Defence stores are not fully accounted for. 

The Indian Trade Accounts do not distinguish, in any of the 
general tables, between direct trade and transit trade of foreign 
countries on India’s border passing through Indian ports on through 
bills of lading to and from overseas countries, but aggregate figures 
of transit trade have been published. These are {as follows :—Year 
ended March 31, 1950—Imports: £2,325,000; re-exports: £5,400,000. 
Year ended March 31, 1951—Imports: £450,000; re-exports : 
£17,475,000. The figures in Table I have been adjusted so as to 
show the true balance of trade for both periods under review. As, 
however, there is no published information showing the breakdown 
of the transit trade figures as between commodities, the figures 
shown in Table III cannot be adjusted so as to exclude transit trade. 
The figures in Table V include imports for trans-shipment because 
the countries of consignment of those imports are not separately 
distinguished in all cases. (Tables II and IV are not affected as they 
do not include re-exports.) ‘There is, therefore, no exact agreement 
between Table I and Tables III and V. ; 

Figures for foodgrains imports are not yet fully accounted for in 
the Indian Trade Accounts. The reason for this is that certain 
government shipments are specially cleared at ports and are not 
recorded in Customs returns. Arrangements have, however, been 
made by the Government of India to include, as far as possible, 
figures for these special imports “in present and future accounts.” 
The overall value of foodgrains imports has been separately ascertained 
in respect of both periods under review and Tables I and III take 
account for both periods of all foodgrains imports. 

It has not been possible to obtain full figures of foodgrains imports 
showing the individual countries of consignment for either period 
and such imports are, therefore, only partly accounted for in Table V. 

An addendum to the Indian Trade Accounts for the year ended 
March 31, 1951, explains that a sum of Rs. 14:17 crores in respect of 
exports has not been accounted for either in the general tables or in 
arriving at the balance of trade. Table I of this review indicates for 
the year ended March 31, 1951, the total value of exports including the 
sum of Rs. 14-17 crores referred to above, but in the absence of details 
of commodities and countries of destination involved in this additional 
trade, it has not been possible to make any correction in Tables II 
and IV, which do not, for this reason, agree with Table I. 

The rupee figures given in the Indian Trade Accounts have been 
first summarized in Table I correct to the nearest crore of rupees 
(£750,000) and in the remaining Tables correct to the nearest ten lakhs 
of rupees (£75,000) and then converted into sterling at the rate of 
Rupee 1 = 1s. 6d. The conversions are accordingly only approximate.

The value of imports during the period under review was about 
4 per cent. higher than in 1949-50 and shows little change. 

Exports were about 21 per cent. higher in value than in 1949-50. 
This result is mainly due to the widespread and strong demand for 
Indian raw materials and basic manufactures, and the higher world 
prices, consequent upon the outbreak of hostilities in Korea. 

The increase in the value of exports brought about by higher world 
prices has resulted in a much smaller adverse balance of visible trade 


for the year ended March 31, 1951, as compared with £65,000,000 
in 1949-50, 


Composition of Trade 
Exports 


Exports, excluding re-exports, amounted to £419-3 million (analysed 
below according to the principal groups) as compared with £353-9 
million in 1949-50. Food, drink and tobacco accounted for £99-4 
million as compared with £86-9 million in 1949-50; raw materials and 
produce and articles mainly unmanufactured for £87-3 million, as 
compared with £78-2 million in 1949-50; and articles wholly or mainly 
manufactured for £230-7 million as against £187-2 million in 1949-50. 

In the period under review the largest items together accounted for 
about 89 per cent. of the total value of exports and were as follows :—

The vastly improved exports of cotton yarns and manufactures 
(81 per cent. greater by value than in 1949-50) is the continuance of a 
trend which began shortly after devaluation. In terms of aggregate 
value, cotton manufactures have contributed about 69 per cent. of the 
increased earnings during the year under review. Increased exports 
have also been achieved in terms of proportional increases, in respect 
of India’s staple exports, namely spices (27 per cent. greater by value 
than in 1949-50); oils : vegetable, mineral and animal (144 per cent. 
greater by value than in 1949-50); seeds, including nuts for oils (15 per 
cent. greater by value than in 1949-50); tobacco (21 per cent. greater 
by value than in 1949-50); gums, resin and lac (52 per cent. greater 
by value than in 1949-50); fruits and vegetables (27 per cent. greater 
by value than in 1949-50); coir man’ (50 per cent. greater by 
value than in 1949-50); mica (41 per cent. greater by value than in 
1949-50) and hides and skins—raw or undressed (34 per cent. greater 
by value than in 1949-50.) 

The decrease in the case of jute yarns and manufactures (10 per cent. 
less by value than in 1949-50) is relatively small having regard to the 
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serious raw material supply difficulties under which the industry 
was labouring during the year under review. 


Imports 


Imports, including imports of foodgrains on Government account 
(see paragraph 3 of this article) and imports in transit amounting to 
£450,000 (see paragraph 2 above) totalled £441-3 million (analysed 
below according to the principal groups) as against £426-2 million 
in 1949-50. Food, drink and tobacco accounted for £97-2 million 
as compared with £97: ‘9 million in 1949-50; raw materials and produce 
and articles mainly unmanufactured for £148: 7 million as against 
£108-2 million in 1949-50; and articles wholly and mainly manu- 
factured for £193-7 million as against £216-5 million in 1949-50.

Before discussing the individual increase (by value) in Indian 
imports, it should be borne in mind that, since the overall value was 
little more than in the previous year, the overall volume was (taking 
into account the exceptional rise in prices) almost certainly very 
considerably less. 

The increase in imports of raw cotton and waste (59 per cent. 
greater by value than in 1949-50) is partly attributable to a desire to 
replenish depleted stocks, and partly also to the rise in world prices. 
The increase under the heading ‘“‘ metals, other than iron and steel, 
and manufactures thereof”’ (52 per cent. greater by value than in 
1949-50) is attributable to India’s increased imports of basic metals, 
particularly copper, lead, tin, zinc or spelter unwrought. The increase 
in chemicals, drugs and medicines (20 per cent. greater by value than 
in 1949-50) is practically entirely due to increased imports of drugs 
and medicines rather than chemicals. The increase in dyes and 
colours (33 per cent. greater by value than in 1949-50) is accounted 
for by increased imports of coal tar dyes. The increase of manures 
(88 per cent. greater by value than in 1949-50) reflects the attempt

to make India self-sufficient in food, by increasing agricultural 
production. 

The decrease in the case of machinery and millwork (20 per cent. 
less by value than in 1949-50) is due mainly to the restrictive policy 
on the import of textile machinery. The decrease in imports of 
textiles (yarns and manufactures) (St per cent. less by value than in 
1949-50) is accounted for by the extremely restrictive import policy 
with regard to silk, rayon, cotton and woollen cloths.

The above items represent 83 per cent. by value of imports during 
the period under review. The decrease in imports from the United 
Kingdom (18 per cent. less by value than in 1949-50) may be associated 
with the return to a restrictive import policy in the summer of 1949, 
the effects of which were not felt in their full rigour until the year 
under report. Manufactured goods, of which the United Kingdom 
has been in the past a large supplier, were particularly affected, 
Government's policy being influenced by the increased indigenous 
manufacture of many consumer goods. The increase in imports 
from the United States (32 per cent. greater by value than in the 
corresponding period of 1949-50) is entirely due to raw cotton imports. 

On the other hand, the decrease of imports from Egypt (17 per 
cent. less by value than in 1949-50) is due to smaller purchases of 
raw cotton and rice from that country. The increase in imports 
from Iran (13 per cent. greater by value than in 1949-50) is more 
than accounted for by increased imports of mineral oils and petroleum. 
‘The increase in the case of Burma (45 per cent. greater by value than 
in 1949-50) is attributable to increased purchases of rice; Kenya 
Colony (23 per cent. greater by value than in 1949-50) to increased 
purchases of raw cotton; Singapore (25 per cent. greater by value 
than in 1949-50) to increased purchases of unwrought tin and raw 
rubber; and Belgium (83 per cent. greater by value than in 1949-50) 
to increased purchases of manures. The increases in respect of 
Canada (52 per cent. greater by value than in 1949-50); France 
(186 per cent. greater by value than in 1949-50); and Western Ger- 
many (70 per cent. greater by value than in 1949-50) reflects a general 
expansion of trade with those countries. The decline in the case of 
Japan (53 per cent. less by value than in 1949-50) is mainly accounted 
for by decreased imports of artificial silk yarn, cotton twist and yarn 
and cotton piece-goods.

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Malayan Tin Industry 


AS PREVIOUSLY announced, the Government of Malaya has 

been considering representations made by the tin industry in 
connection with the proposal to establish a stabilization fund from a 
cess on production. 

Since the proposals were made the income of the tin industry has 
been substantially reduced by a decline in price from about $420 
per picul without any corresponding reduction in costs, and this 
deterioration in their position is now a cause of concern to marginal 
producers, whose ability to continue operations is threatened. 

After a careful study of the case put by the tin producers, the 
Government has accordingly concluded that it should accept the 
argument that a reduction in producers’ net receipts below current 
levels, such as would result from the imposition of an additional cess, 
would be detrimental to the total tin production of the country inas- 
much as it would be likely to lead to the closure of marginal mines 
(particularly Chinese) and the abandonment of lower grade portions 
of other properties. 

The Member for Economic Affairs has accordingly informed the 
tin industry that in the light of these arguments and of developments 
in the industry which have been mentioned, the Government does 
not propose to pursue the matter.

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Trade and Financial Arrangements 
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Anglo-Cuban Trade Agreement Signed 


HE ANNOUNCEMENT of the signing of a Trade Agreement 

between the United Kingdom and Cuba was made in London on 

Friday, August 10, by the President of the Board of Trade, Sir 
Hartley Shawcross. A White Paper containing the text of the 
Agreement has been published as Cmd. No. 8340, price 6d. (by post 
74d.) from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches. 

The President said he wished to say at once that these negotiations 
had been the subject of considerable misconception. ‘The Agreement 
was reported months ago as having already been concluded and behind 
the backs of the Commonwealth interests concerned. In fact, once 
a basis of discussion was established, the Commonwealth interests 
were fully informed. Indeed, before any final conclusion was reached 
a special journey was made to British West Indies in May by the 
Secretary for Overseas Trade in order that His Majesty’s Government 
should receive at first hand the views of the British West Indian 
sugar and tobacco interests concerned. Immediately on his return 
he saw the London representatives of all the Commonwealth sugar 
producers. 


Provisions of Agreement 

The Agreement provided as follows :— 

Cuba will reduce her import duties on specified United Kingdom 
goods to the preferential rate levied on United States goods. The 
preference enjoyed by the latter therefore disappears, except in 
respect of a small surcharge on some goods which works out overall 
at about 2 per cent. ad valorem. 

The United Kingdom will buy not less than 1} million tons of 
Cuban sugar, at the world market price, over the three years 1951, 
1952 and 1953, at an annual rate of 500,000 tons, with the right to 
reduce this rate by 100,000 tons in any one of the three years. 

As from March 31, 1952, the United Kingdom will license the 
import of Havana cigars to the value of $500,000 in each of the 
calendar years 1952 and 1953. 

The Agreement will remain in force until December 31, 1953. 
The President said he must lay particular stress on this last point. 

This agreement terminated at the end of 1953. The United Kingdom 
remained fully committed to the Commonwealth Sugar Agreement 
and would do nothing to vitiate its effectiveness or prejudice the 
interests of Commonwealth sugar producers. In view of this, His 
Majesty’s Government had no intention of extending the undertakings 
to Cuba on sugar beyond the end of 1953. 

The advantage which the United Kingdom got from this agreement 
was twofold. The Cuban import duties on the specified goods were 
being reduced and the margin of preference enjoyed by the United 
States practically disappeared. This elimination of preference was, 
he suggested, of the greatest significance to United Kingdom exporters. 
On most of the goods in question the duty on United Kingdom goods 
had been almost twice that on United States goods. The list of 
goods, which would be found in the White Paper, was a very long 
one ; about 80 separate items including earthenware, tools, cutlery, 
instruments, colours and dyes, chemicals, wireless and television 
apparatus, industrial and office machinery, motor cars and motor 
cycles and toys. Our 1948 exports of these goods to Cuba amounted 
to about $2} million ; the United States’ trade in them was about 
$85 million. The effect of the agreement, therefore, was to give us 
the opportunity of competing on equal terms, so far as import duties 
proper were concerned, with the United States for $85 million of 
trade. Cuba, which was one of the Caribbean dollar account 
countries, should be an important export market. Here, therefore, 
was an opportunity of substantially increasing our dollar-earning 
exports. 

In return for this important benefit, we granted certain advantages 
to Cuba. First there was the undertaking that the United Kingdom 
would buy Cuban sugar up to the end of 1953, at an annual rate of 
not less than 500,000 tons, but should have the right to reduce this 
figure by 100,000 tons in any one of these three years. In 1951 we 
had already bought over 800,000 tons and we expected to need at 
least 500,000 tons in 1952. It had been made quite clear during the 
negotiations that the United Kingdom had not committed itself to 
buy more taan 400,000 tons in 1953. 


His Majesty’s Government had negotiated Agreements with 
Commonwealth sugar producers which would assure them of a stable 
market and a fair return for the greater part of their exports until the 
end of 1958. We had undertaken to find a market for their whole 
exportable surplus up to the end of 1952. The producers were 
planning to increase their total exports from the current level of about 
1-7 million tons to a maximum of 2,375,000 tons and we had already 
promised to find a market for more than three-quarters of this 
maximum from 1953 onwards, though, unfortunately, it seemed 
certain that they would not be able to reach their maxima by that 
time. He was now able to announce formally that, for the express 
purpose of safeguarding the interests of Commonwealth sugar 
producers throughout the whole period of the Trade Agreement with 
Cuba, His Majesty’s Government were willing to undertake to find 
a market till the end of 1953 for their whole exportable surplus up to 
the limit of 2,375,000 tons laid down in the Commonwealth Sugar 
Agreement. They were ready to discuss forthwith with representatives 
of the producers the best method of giving effect to this undertaking. 
Most of the sugar which we purchased throughout the period of the 
Commonwealth Agreement would be bought at a negotiated price 
wholly divorced from fluctuations in the world market, and the 
remainder would get the benefit of the tariff preference. The 
negotiated price, which would be reviewed annually, would take into 
account any variations in the cost of labour and materials used in 
sugar production which might have taken place since the previous 
annual negotiations, so as to assure reasonable remuneration to 
efficient producers. At present, the negotiated price was below the 
world price but in future, it might, of course, be above it. 


Imports of Cigars 


Referring to cigars, the President said that the import of Cuban 
cigars into this country was completely banned under the exigencies 
of the war. That complete ban could not be maintained for ever. 
Since it was bans of this kind, when imposed by other countries, 
which had proved so detrimental to our export trade, His Majesty's 
Government had consistently worked for the removal, to the extent 
that balance of payments considerations permitted, of all quantitative 
restrictions on imports. We accordingly supported the inclusion 
in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade of a commitment 
directed to this end. Naturally we as well as other parties to the 
G.A.T.T. must pay regard to this commitment. ‘There were limits 
to what we could do in present circumstances, especially as regards 
restrictions on imports from dollar sources of which Cuba was, of 
course, one, but we felt that the case of Cuban cigars merited special 
consideration in the spirit of the principle which was embodied in 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade that countries should, 
so far as they could afford it, allow small imports of categories of 
goods, which would otherwise be totally prohibited, in order to avoid 
serious damage to good-will and channels of trade. ‘The Jamaican 
and United Kingdom cigar industries could not rely, for ever, upon 
a complete ban on imports from Cuba. Naturally the Jamaican 
industry had taken full advantage of the position, as it was only right 
and sensible that they should, and had built up a substantial trade 
with this country, but he was sure that they realized that the day must 
come when Cuban cigars would again be admitted to the United 
Kingdom market. His Majesty’s Government decided, therefore, 
that it was right to go some way towards meeting the Cuban request 
in this matter. We asked, however, that there should be a period 
of transition. Imports of Cuban cigars would not be allowed until 
March 31 next year and when they started they would be limited to 
$500,000 a calendar year. 

He had always regarded it as of the highest possible importance to 
promote trade between the United Kingdom and the Colonies and 
other Commonwealth countries by all available means and we should 
spare no effort to this end. On the other hand, the Commonwealth 
was not wholly self supporting. He was satisfied that having regard 
to our urgent need to increase our exports to dollar areas, to our 
general economic policy and to our international commitments, this 
agreement was to the advantage of the Commonwealth as a whole. 
Otherwise he would not have concurred in its conclusion.

Where 
there has been a change in the rate of duty the former rate is shown in 
column (4). So far as possible changes in descriptions are shown in 
italics in English. 

customs tariff changes detailed in Tables I and II below took 
effect as from June 6, 1951, with the following exceptions :— 

(a) In some cases the date on which the new rate of duty becomes 
effective has been postponed. These cases are indicated in 
the footnotes. 

(b) Any duty which was suspended at the date of the notice in the 
Journal Officiel remains suspended until further notice. This 
applies even if, according to Tables I and II, the formal rate 
as listed in the tariff has been altered. 

Goods which become liable to a higher rate of duty may enter the 
customs territory concerned at the previous (lower) rate if they were 
shipped to that territory before May 31, 1951, and are declared to be 
for immediate use and not for warehouse storage.

Syrian Import Restrictions 


HE Board of Trade have received a translation of a Syrian Govern- 

ment Decision dated May 20, 1950, which prohibits until further 
notice the import into Syria of second- hand weaving looms, kni 
looms and knitting machinery. These items should therefore be 
added to the list of goods which may not normally be imported into 
Syria, published on page 869 of the Board of Trade Journal of 
November 25, 1950. It is understood that the phrase “ goods which 
may not normally be imported ” excludes those goods ordered for 
supply to Syrian Government Departments. 

The same Syrian Government Decision announces that the granting 
of import licences for new weaving looms, knitting looms and knitting 
machinery will in future be subject to the approval of the Minister of 
National Economy on the recommendation of the Directorate of 
Industry. 


Portuguese East Africa 
Customs Import Tariff Alterations

(i) the effects are the bona fide property of such settlers and have been in use by them 

before importation into the Colony 

(ii) the effects are not intended for sale or disposal to other persons. 

(e) any personal effects and any motor vehicle, including a caravan or trailer imported 
by any visitor to the Colony the period of whose visit does not exceed twelve months. 

(f) any bona fide gift from a person outside the Colony to a person residing in the Colony 
whiich does not exceed eleven pounds in weight and two pounds in value. 

(g) any firewood, fresh fruit or fresh veg: tables, the produce of and imported from Portu- 
guese East Africa.

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Indian Tariff Board Decisions 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 

forwarded copies of Resolutions, published in the Gazette of India 
dated July 28, 1951, giving the Indian Government’s decisions on 
Tariff Board’s Reports on the following industries :— 


No. 8(4)-T.B./51.—Hydroquinone Industry. The Tariff Board have 
submitted their Report on the Hydroquinone Industry. Though the 
indigenous product is cheaper than the imported product, the Board have 
taken cognizance of various adverse factors pointing to the need for protec- 
tion and concluded that hydroquinone being an essential chemical calls 
for the creation of favourable conditions for the continued expansion of 
this industry, which fulfils all the conditions prescribed for the grant of 
protection or State assistance. The Board have made the following 
recommendations :— 

1. The existing revenue duties of 27.3 per cent., preferential, and 37.8 
per cent., standard, should be converted into protective duties at the same 
rates. 

2. In view of the present uncertainty regarding the future costs of produc- 
tion, the whole question of protection to this industry should be reviewed 
within two years and the protective duties recommended should, therefore, 
be in force for two years. 

3. The industry should make all possible efforts to expedite the production 
of aniline in order to make itself independent of imports in respect of this 
essential raw material. 

4. Arrangements should be made with the Collectors of Customs and 
the D.G.C.1. & S. to record imports of hydroquinone by quantity and value. 

Government accepts all the above recommendations and will take steps 
toimplementthem. The attention of the industry is invited to recommenda- 
tion No. 


No. 12(3)-T.B./50.—Milk Powder Industry. The Tariff Board have 
submitted their Report on the Milk Powder Industry. Indigenous produc- 
tion is negligible in relation to demand and there is no early prospect of 
sufficient improvement in the supply position of milk in the scarcity areas 
where the industry is located which would enable the industry to dispense 
with protection or assistance. In view of these considerations there is no 
justification for increasing the burden on the consumer who will have to 
depend on imports, for a considerable length of time, for the bulk of his 
requirements of milk powder and milk food for infants. Besides, the 
existing revenue duties of 25 per cent. and 31} per cent. on condensed 
milk or powdered milk other than dried skimmed milk and milk food for 
infants respectively, are high enough. No case has therefore been made out 
for the grant of protection or assistance to the milk powder industry. The 
Board have made the following recommendations :— 

1. The industry should explore the possibility of shifting its location to 
areas where surplus milk is available and then approach Government for 
reconsideration of its claim to protection or assistance. 

he expansion of the dairy industry, a national need of much greater 
urgency than the development of the milk powder industry, should receive 
active support from the Central and State Governments and that all possible 
assistance should be given to those who wish to start dairies in procuring 
milch cattle, land and other facilities required for the purpose. 

Government accepts the main finding, that no case has been made out 
for the grant of protection or assistance to the milk powder industry. 
Government also accepts the above recommendations in principle, and 
steps will be taken to implement recommendation No, 2 as far as possible.

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Modifications of Excise 
Duties in the Netherlands 


-M. Ambassador at The Hague reports that the bill to approve 

and implement the Treaty signed in The Hague on February 18, 
1950, between the Netherlands, Belgium and Luxembourg for the 
unification of all Benelux Excise and Hall-mark Duties has now 
been approved and received the Royal Assent. A Royal Decree, 
published in the Staatsblad of June 26, 1951, provides for the en- 
forcement of certain articles of the new act relating to excise duties 
on distilled spirits, beer and salt. The new rates of excise duty on 
such goods imported into the Netherlands are shown below. The 
rates on spirits and beer are not the full rates set out in the Treaty 
but apply, until the Netherlands authorities give notice of the applica- 
tion of the full rates.

THE Union of South Africa Customs Amendment Act, 1951, 
amends the Customs Act, 1944, by the addition of the following 
sub-section to Section 87 :— 

87 bis. (1) Whenever, after investigation and report by the Board 
of Trade and Industries, the Minister is satisfied, in respect of goods 
which are of a class or kind produced or manufactured in the Union, 
that such goods have been or are being or are likely to be exported 
to the Union at an export price and in quantities which may seriously 
prejudice the production or manufacture in the Union of goods of 
that class or kind, and that it would be in the public interest to impose 
in respect of such goods a temporary special duty, the Minister may, 
by notice in the Gazette impose such duty and notify— 

(a) the class or kind of goods; 

(b) the rate of the special duty, which may be either a percentage of 
the value for duty purposes, or a specific rate per unit of quantity, 
volume or weight; and 

(c) the period during which it shall operate; 
and from the date of publication of such notice in the Gazette such 
special duty shall, in addition to any other duty which may be payable 
thereon, be paid on such goods on their importation into tre Union, 
during the period mentioned : Provided that— 

(i) any such special duty shall not be leviable on goods shipped or 
otherwise dispatched to the Union prior to the date of publica- 
tion of such notice; 

(ii) any such special duty together with any other duty (excepting 
a duty imposed under section seventy-eight or sections eighty-two 
to eighty-seven) which may be payable on such goods shall not 
exceed one-half of the value for duty purposes as defined in 
section eighty-eight; 
any such special duty brought into operation during any session 
of Parliament upon a date not less than twenty-eight days before 
the end of that session shall lapse at the end of that session 
unless it has been approved of during that session by resolution

Validity of Import Licences 

THE DIRECTOR of the Export/Import Bureau of the Bank of Brazil 
has written to the Minister (Commercial) to H.M. Embassy at Rio 
de Janeiro informing him that, under the present practice of the Bureau, 
a period of validity of nine months is normally allowed in the case of 
licences covering essential goods and a period of six months in the 
case of non-essential goods. 


In addition, the Bureau has introduced more liberal regulations 
in respect of the extension of the period of validity of licences—a 
period of four months having been fixed; these extensions can be 
renewed several times in the case of the same licence, when duly 
justified. The Bureau also carefully examines all applications for 
longer periods of validity for licences in respect of materials which 
cannot be delivered within nine months, complying with the requests 
of the importers in the matter where the justification presented is 
accepted.

DOUBLE TAXATION Arrangements between the United Kingdom 
and Kenya, Tanganyika, Uganda and Zanzibar were published on 
August 10, as Schedules to draft Orders in Council. The Arrange- 
ments require the approval of Parliament and the enactment of 
legislation in the territories concerned before they can come into 
force. They are identical in terms and follow the same general pattern ” 
as Arrangements with other Colonies. 

THE Double Taxation Relief Convention between the United 
Kingdom and France relating to taxes on income was ratified on 
July 30, 1951, and has now been published as the Schedule to an 
Order in Council numbered S.1. 1951, No. 1388.
